The Teacher’s Sacred Task 


The making men capable building 
future that has its keynote lasting 
peace, lies the hands the teachers, 
who are men and women trained for their 
job. Theirs the job inculcating inter- 
est others instead self; theirs 
the job upholding, exemplifying, and 
spreading all the ideals that make what 
call democracy. The preservation Amer- 
ica conditioned upon discipline and self- 
sacrifice; but since these are inseparable 
from religion and morality, the future 
America depends upon the attitude 
Americans toward God. need life 
more self-discipline the form less 
selfishness, less hate, less avarice, more 
sacrifice, more tolerance, more respect for 
law and authority, more morality, more 
God. 

one his radio talks last year, the 
Right Reverend Fulton Sheen made this 
very penetrating and sagacious statement: 

“This much certain: will have 
discipline the future, and not 
enforce freely upon ourselves, will 
have imposed from without cruel, 
tyrannical discipline.” 

This truth that must imparted 
teachers their students. Europe was 
nourished Christian virtues; knew 
obedience authority, 
penance, and the need redemption. But 
when began starve through the aban- 
donment the Bread the Father’s 
House, seized, like the Prodigal, the 
fodder militarism and the glorification 
the sword. 


Our Christian Heritage 


Teachers have the responsibility not 
only recognizing that such positive evils 
exist, but also providing for 
combating these evils.

ment. Let teachers teach that dictators are 
not the only evils. They are more the 
creatures evil, the creatures godless- 
ness, selfishness, and repudiation moral- 
ity, domestic, industrial, and international. 
And well for teachers keep be- 
fore our own minds and teach with 
thoroughness how one day 
Apostles came Our Lord confessing 
their inability drive out certain devils, 
they were told Him that that kind was 
driven out only prayer and fasting. 

Teachers cannot blind history, 
revelation, and nature, and talk only 
the enemy from without and not the 
enemy from within. the enemy within 
that needs our attention and that will 
conquered only the rebirth national 
discipline. Are teachers really teaching 
our students how, the crises our na- 
tional history, there are evidences 
self-discipline that are now lacking? Are 
teaching how John Adams 1799 pro- 
claimed that “in circumstances great 
urgency and seasons imminent danger, 
earnest and particular supplications should 
made God who able defend 

teachers show our students that 
when this new and weak nation was swept 
into the Napoleonic Wars, President 
Madison, three times between 1812 and 
1815, called for humiliation for 
the transgressions which might justly pro- 
voke the manifestations His Divine 

Are making our students aware that, 
the trying days civil strife, President 
Buchanan set aside January 1861, 
the day when “all people should assemble 
according their several forms worship 
keep solemn fast’’? 

Have taught our students that, five 
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times during his presidency, Abraham 
Lincoln called the people “bow down 
humble submission God’s chastise- 
ment confess and deplore their sins and 
transgressions the full conviction that 
the fear the Lord the beginning 
wisdom, and pray with all fervency and 
contrition for the pardon past offences, 
that might spared further punish- 
ment, though most justly deserved and 
that the Throne Love might bring down 
plentiful blessings our 

bring our students that mov- 
ing plea Andrew Jackson for “day 
humbling ourselves before Almighty 

Are teaching that Grant, 1871, 
set aside November day for asking 
Almighty God for “merciful exemptions 
from evils”? 

All this indicates American tradition 
that has been lost, and should take 
cognizance this loss, since the last presi- 
dential proclamation issued the United 
States which admitted the possibility that 
ought ask God for something else 
than prosperity and which envisaged the 
possibility that needed some regenera- 
tion was that President Wilson who 
proclaimed Thursday, May 30, 1918, 
day “public humiliation, prayer, and 
fasting.” 


Our President’s Appeals 

Although that was the last public proc- 
lamation setting aside day for beseeching 
divine clemency, cannot unaware 
fail support President Roosevelt 
his frequent requests over the radio and 
through the press for prayers Almighty 
God that our nation will blessed and 
guided Him upon Whom depend 
for our continuance democracy. And 
through our President may look for 
return the tradition public prayer 
and humiliation. For America will never 
moral from within. 

should face the hard fact that all 
civilizations, after certain length time, 
become encrusted with bad philosophy and 
worse morals. The effect this encrusta- 
tion smother the more vital forces 
within nation such religion, morality, 
sacrifice, the practice virtue, and the 
influence the Church Christ.

Teach English Orally 


Good English can taught through oral 
practice and skilled direction much more 
successfully than way written exer- 
cises. Schools spend far more time 
teaching written forms than polishing 
off spoken recitation. Yet, the two, the 
oral expression far the more impor- 
tant. People speak hundreds times while 
writing once. There minimum carry- 
over from written speech oral delivery; 
good writers are sometimes careless their 
speech. 

Possibly because easier supervise 
the teaching English way writing, 
emphasis has been placed written rather 
than oral drill. The large class mem- 
bership grade schools tempts teachers 
conduct written recitations, these can 
supervised out school hours. This 
not the place characterize the wasteful- 


ness this procedure but the hours thus 
spent conscientious teachers were 
placed oral work, the results would 
more commensurate with the effort. Then, 
too, the oral drill has the added advantages 
opportunity secure clear enunciation, 
proper voice placing, good posture, and 
self-reliance. 


Revise the Time Schedule 


The apportioning time the cur- 
riculum one the most difficult matters 
educational planning. Yet, any time 
the history education were well 
make change the scheme allotment 
time the various subjects children 
must taught, that era the present one. 
With class membership forty pupils, 
only six minutes per day can allowed 
individual recitations. the time for sing- 
ing, physical culture, assemblies, and other 
union exercises deducted from the daily 
program, these six minutes per pupil may 
reduced less than half. Days may 
pass without hearing the voice certain 
pupils individual recitation. 

School hours are already long enough 
for grade children; for the lower grades, 
they are now too long. Time for some 
the curricular subjects must cut 
room for the subjects requiring more time 
than now allotted them. 

Certainly physical education should not 
curtailed. More time for singing and for 
art imperative. Monthly assemblies now 
are more than ever needed give youth 
feeling democracy and solidarity and 
promote patriotism. 

Geography and history can combined 
with resultant gains both social-study 
subjects. Arithmetic has always had the 
lion’s share time. Children who have 
natural aptitude for calculations have been 
discredited scholars after wasting 
precious hours subject which enters 
into later life very small extent. Office 
machines now reckon amounts money 
business transactions. Some educators 
are convinced that the mental discipline 
and acumen resulting from the study 
mathematics can had from any other 
school subject pursued sincerely. 

These changes the curriculum are sug- 
gested order gain more time for oral 
English, which, being individual, requires 
practice each pupil class hours. Some 
phases the needed instruction speech 
may given the reading lessons, as, 
for example, drill phonics, which, the 
way, should occur every grammar-grade 
reading exercise. Some items should 
part singing instruction, and some 
belong the lessons technical grammar. 
Some lessons the technique public 
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speaking may given the class 
whole, pupil must get frequent 
individual attention class that en- 
thusiasm for the necessary practice will 
prevail.

Nationalism Replaces Feudalism 
Sister Agnes, R.S.M. 


Feudalism was form social and politi- 
cal organization which existed the Middle 
Ages throughout all western Europe. con- 
sisted (1) the feudal group and (2) the 
lordship. The basis the feudal group was 
the fief. This was piece land, vested 
right, granted man who was called 
lord the fief, another man who was 
called vassal. 


Duties the Vassal: 


The vassal promised faithful 
his lord. 

performed certain services: 

had fight for his lord when re- 
quired so. 

had submit his justice and 
aid him his court. Sometimes was com- 
manded give counsel. 

The vassal paid feudal “aid” else 
periodic payment his fief. 


Duty the Lord: 

owed his vassal fidelity, justice, and 
protection. 
The Bond Feudalism: 

The bond which united the various groups 


and subdivisions, i.e., lords, vassals, tenants, 
and serfs, was the land. 


The Seigneurie: 


All the seigneuries were similar kind but 
they differed enormously the territory they 
embraced and the attributes which they con- 
ferred. Rank under the seigneuries was 
follows: (1) baronies, (2) viscounts, (3) 
castellanies. The lord high justicer possessed 
the right life and death. His duties were: 
levying imposts his subjects and the 
administration justice. These two rights 
were often limited other feudal principles. 


Divisions the Feudal Society: 
(1) Nobles, (2) villeins, (3) serfs. 


Mutual Obligation Lords and Vassals: 


Feudal obligations were heavier for the vas- 
sal than for the lord. The vassal did not even 
belong himself because virtue his 
obligations guarantee and hostage, and 
his property were responsible for the engage- 
ments contracted the suzerain. The vassal’s 
obligations were many and varied that 
there was little exercise for free will. The 
vassal gave his lord: 

His time. 

Financial aid. 

was obliged welcome and defray 
the expenses the lord and his suite. 
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The ever present authority the lord 
made itself felt even the domain private 
life. This was carried such extent 
that looked the vassal was only the 
holder the fief, while the lord was truth 
the real owner. 

The duties the suzerain were principally 
negative and undoubtedly the less onerous 
the two obligations: 

had render justice the vassal. 

increase duties without consulting the vassal. 

was bound protect the vassal 
against enemies. 

compare the mutual obligations 
lord and vassal shall understand how logi- 
cal was that feeling dissatisfaction 
existed among the “under members” the 
organization. 

The feudal regime had very long life. 
was gradually established the ninth and 
tenth centuries, and reached completion 
the eleventh century, although certain aspects 
endured until the French Revolution. 
sure, the royal power never disappeared 
from feudal France; from the twelfth cen- 
tury on, had great political role, and 
the thirteenth and fourteenth centuries 
made great progress spite feudal powers. 

look the externals feudalism, 
where everything seems rigorously thought 
out and regulated law, are tempted 
making taking the place the state 
which has been destroyed. The feudal regime, 
which was founded upon the sanctity the 
oath and respect for good faith, possessed 
moral basis; the other hand, manifestly 
favored, more than any other regime, the play 
individual forces and individual liberty. 

Closely viewed, however, the edifice raised 
feudalism seen have been poorly 
joined together, and have been con- 
dition imperfect equilibrium. Relations 
were established law between suzerains and 
vassals, from the top the bottom the 
hierarchy. But lateral relations among the 
peers were nonexistent. The nobles upon the 
same stage the feudal hierarchy lived 
strangers one another. Among them isola- 
tion was habitual almost the rule. 
The bond connecting vassal and lord was not 
strong, for there were thousand pretexts 
either side for breaking it, should circum- 
stances cause either see fit so. 

The establishment the feudal hierarchy, 
which was intended produce harmony and 
order out chaos, often succeeded pro- 
ducing chaos seigneuries, for frequently 
brought about entanglement domina- 
tions and confusion powers. War, there- 
fore, sprang from the hierarchical principle, 
did from the vassalage. 

The living reality stands forth from 
the chronicles and documents the time 
shows that brute force dominated everything. 
The feudal obligations were performed, the 
feudal contracts were respected, 
feudal customs were observed only when the 
suzerain was powerful enough compel 
obedience. 

slander upon feudalism point 
out the permanent anarchy, the profound dis- 
agreement between law and fact which char- 
acterized it. Feudalism had its period use- 
fulness the tenth century, when the collapse 
governmental power and the Norman in- 
vasions constrained the people accept, 
benefit, the patronage local magnates. But 
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never did regime pass more quickly from 
legitimacy excess. 

From the study history know too 
well how much the men the Middle Ages 
suffered from feudalism believe that every- 
thing which has occurred the course 
history has been advantageous the nations 
merely because happened and they survived. 

War, all its forms, may then said 
have been the law the feudal world. 
was the principal occupation the aristoc- 
racy keep land and sovereignty its 
grasp. Deep-rooted habits military race, 
the hatred strangers and neighbors, the 
clash ill-defined rights, selfishness and 
covetousness, perpetually gave rise bloody 
struggles, and made each lord the enemy 
all around him. 

The strength and tenacity the Church 
have been the marvel the ages. The in- 
vasions poured their flood barbarianism over 
Europe, but the Church stood, unsubmerged, 
above the waters. Feudalism, that aftermath 
barbarism, transformed all the other in- 
stitutions medieval Europe, but was 
powerless alter fundamentally the consti- 
tution the Church. And yet, because 
its wealth, seemed, for time, the 
Church must feudalized. 

The generosity the faithful giving 
their property the Church was inexhaus- 
tible. They gave throughout their lifetime, 
they gave especially when death drew near. 
The Church, which ceaselessly received, never 
alienated, for both civil and ecclesiastical 
laws forbade. From time time, suffered 
terrible spoilations, but was the beneficiary 
great repentances, that its wealth con- 
stantly increased from age age. 

The property Church had ob- 
tained before feudalism was its own actual 
property. The gifts which received during 
the feudal era quite naturally possessed 
feudal character. Various attempts were made 
feudalize all the possessions the Church, 
and even the Church itself. the feudal 
epoch the ecclesiastical authorities bestowed 
lands upon others, and far they did, 
the Church authorities were feudal suzerains. 
Other civil obligations often bound the 
bishops and abbots the extent that the 
lands which they administered were consid- 
ered fiefs. Thus was, that while the clergy, 
members the Church, formed hier- 
archy which was independent the civil 
society the time, they were virtue 
their landed possessions, members, sense, 
the feudal hierarchy. Grave inconveniences, 
both spiritual and temporal, resulted from 
their quasi incorporation into the feudal 
structure. The clergy were expected per- 
form functions which were incompatible with 
their ecclesiastical character. The holding 
sacred offices was influenced and interfered 
with because land questions. The financial 
situation the Church was modified. 

The advantages which the Church enjoyed, 
from the feudal point view, were, however, 
counterbalanced special burdens. The 
feudal lords soon realized that the increase 
the possessions the Church was drying 
their revenues, and they cleverly adjusted 
the feudal situation and laws suit their 
own needs. 

The first royal attacks upon the immunity 
the clergy France date back, perhaps, 
far Louis VII. Under one pretext 
another this sort measure was repeated. 
the Lateran Council was determined that 
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Birdhouse. 


the bishops must henceforth consult the sov- 
ereign pontiff before consenting tax. 
From the year 1215 the place the pope 
ecclesiastical taxation became more and more 
important. one time defended the 
French people (the Church) against the de- 
mands the king. another, granted the 
king the right levy taxes upon them; and 
again, himself levied taxes for the crusades. 
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The Church was isolated the midst 
divided and warring society. Because was 
rich, awakened the cupidity all un- 
scrupulous barons. this way conflicts ex- 
isted between the Church and feudalism from 
the middle the tenth century until the 
feudal organization crumbled and gave way 
nationalism. 

The fief was means universal 
the continent Europe, even when feudalism 
was its height. There were always terri- 
tories where land continued held alodi- 
ally. The landholders were, consequently, free 
from all feudal service, but, the other 
hand, they were left their own resources 
for the defense their lands case war 
violent usurpation. necessarily followed 
that, lacking suzerain whose feudal duty 
was protect them, they were compelled 
property. sure, they might beg the 
protection neighboring lord, but such pro- 
tection was often illusory and had this grave 
inconvenience, that gave the lord op- 
portunity assert rights the property 
entrusted his protection, and thus ab- 
sorb, his own advantage, the independence 
the alodial lands. 

So, while feudalism was considered univer- 
sal when existed, now realize that 
was quite unpopular established organ- 
ization for even the people limited ter- 
ritory, not mention the disadvantages which 
necessarily incurred civilization gen- 
eral. form government which does not 
satisfy the public cannot endure. The growing 
spirit democracy evident all nations. 
was the birth and development this 
spirit which caused the downfall feudalism 
and establishment nationalism. Will nation- 
alism endure its turn will submit 
other systems one the future develop- 
ments “the new order.”

John said, never saw carton like that 
before, but that doesn’t mean that don’t 
drink milk. drink four glasses every day.”

After our visit 
the market spent some time discussing 
the qualities food, its freshness, and stor- 
age. talked about the people who helped 
supply our vegetables, meat, fruits, milk, and 
other important foods, and the means 
transporting them from distant places. The

(4) How are foods 
kept from spoiling? (5) What are different 
ways preparing foods?

Some come from California and others come 
from Texas. 

The “Victory Food Store” proved 
central unifying factor binding together 
the children’s experiences: 

Possible means erecting store were 
discussed. The final decision was use the 
bookcase and, order conserve space, 
place the middle the wardrobe the 
back the room. This necessitated plans 
the best management the hanging 
clothes the cloakroom. Unselfishness and 
orderliness would required all. 

Stocking the store with commodities 
provided several periods choosing, reject- 
ing, arranging, and labeling. These activities 
helped develop oral expression and sense 
evaluating. 

Christian social living was exemplified 
form dramatic play and informal group 
conversations when little housewives and 
shoppers purchased foods from the store after 
carefully choosing and listing the foods 
needed for menus they had planned. 

These items were selected 
“Victory Food Store Shoppers 

The classroom grocers were responsible 
for the cleanliness and arrangement the 
store, correct weighing food, politeness 
and consideration customers. 

order announce the daily specials 
available the store, Radio Station F-O-O-D 
was organized. Daily reports were made con- 
cerning the fresh foods available the mar- 
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ket, prices per quart, bushel, dozen, gallon 
various articles. Ideas for substitution 
some foods were given and the necessity 
saving was stressed. 

After emphasis had been made the 
necessity eating foods which contained 
vitamins, large interpretive poster entitled 
“The Vitamin Parade” was made one 
group. The green leafy vegetables, fruit, and 
milk chosen illustrated were soon “real 
little jolly people with arms and legs, march- 
ing along Health Land.”

The immediate interest the new ration- 
ing program soon put into effect and 
the need becoming acquainted with the 
plan for insuring fair share for all, called 
for extension the above study.

The original title, “Victory Foods for All,” 
was used explain that rationing meant “fair 
sharing” that including the armed 
forces, allies, and the people home, would 
able have sufficient amount the 
right foods. 

explanation and discussion the point 
system rationing processed foods resulted 
the class project making point-rationing 
books with the color, correct letter denoting 
the period which may used, and 
number giving the value the 
stamp. The class put point values proc- 
essed commodities and worked out problems 
planning and buying. 

Valuable opportunities for socialized num- 
ber work and English were numerous. sig- 
nificant result the unit was the establish- 
ment attitude cooperation with these 
new government regulations and 
standing the important fact that when 
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comply with these regulations are directly 
helping win the war.

The teaching the bird should rather 
simple. The art teacher can demonstrate 
that oval with circle added can made 
into bird adding beak, legs, and tail.

Various birds can drawn from the same 
pattern changing the length bills 
legs, etc. Some will make the tail quite long 
and top the head with crest.

Paper pulp inexpensive and easy pre- 
pare. Almost any kind old paper torn into 
little pieces, covered with water and stirred 
daily will come paper pulp and ready 
use few days. The water should then 
pressed out and paste glue added 
give the adhesive effect. The teacher should 
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careful that she does not make too 
sticky too heavy when dry. 

For modeling fruit and vegetables ani- 
mals birds with long legs the pulp used 
about the same manner clay, and 
little practice will aid determining the 
proper consistency for satisfactory results. 

Animals with long legs and birds may 
modeled upon simple framework wire. The 
wire does not need heavy clay- 
work there little weight when the pulp 
dry. Even very thin layer will not crack 
and break away from the wire, may 
have animals birds standing long, slender 
legs for the sandtable even the stage.

just little paste.

ANCIENT CALIFORNIA SHRINE 

NOW EMPLOYS MODERN BUS 

The historical Mission San Juan Capistrano, 
which dates back the oxcart days 1776, 
now possesses direct link with the modern 
new 40-passenger White Bus for 
the use its parish school. This vehicle, 
representing the latest word transportation, 
about the only evidence departure from 
age-old atmosphere devoutly preserved. 
The bus used transport pupils the 
school from 10-mile radius.

Dur- 
ing the Mexican Regime was taken over 
that government and sold. 1865 was 
restored the possession the Catholic 
Church President Abraham Lincoln. 

The accompanying picture shows Indian 
children boarding the bus for their daily trip 
home from the parish school. the back- 
ground can seen the Mission school. 

Aside from its colorful history, the Mission 
San Juan Capistrano has been widely pub- 
licized recent years because the swallows 
which domicile there the summer always 
leave certain day the fall and return 
certain day the spring. This definite 
departure and returning date has amazed 
scientists.
